“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.” The story's next 


appearance was in book form and no one except 
the publisher knows just how many thousands of 
copies have been sold to date. Book stores pile 
their supply of the small volume like cordwood, 
and the piles disappear as fast as they are erected. 
Lately, “ Gentlemen Prefer Blondes’ has appeared 
at a Chicago theater in play form and has achieved 
a notable success. A movie version is promised. 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” is a sign of the 
times. Divested of its originality and humor, it is 
nothing else than the story of two young prosti- 
tutes. The reader is regaled with the adventures 


- of a wholly ruthless pair of gold-diggers, One 


learns that no girl—provided she has a little 
beauty, a dash of style, a spice of intelligence, 
no concern over her reputation, and above all is 
possessed of an uncritical friendlinéss—need worry 
about getting along in the world. 

It ia doubtful whether,p book so frankly insinu- 
ating could have succeeded before the war. It 
lacks even the stereotyped subterfuges with which 
the usual sex appeal literature covers up its porno- 
graphics, There is‘no attempt to camouflage sin 
beneath a layer of sentimental treacle. — | 
- Jt pretends to no artistic merit as does the book 
of the neorealistic school with its brothel plot and 


its , bawdy theme of subconscieus complexes re- 


leased, Its sins are not veneered as are the pec- 
cancies of the haut m@nde in the society novel. 
The forerunnefs of “‘Gentlemen Prefer Blondes" 
had at least the virtue of casting their, Magda- 
lenes into the gutter in the final chapter. Miss 
Loos’ book pretends to not even that degrée of re- 
spectability. Her heroine, following a three day 
orgy of drink and license, marries Henry and is 
sure “everything always turns out for the best.” 

‘That such a book has beer able to attain such 
widespread popularity is a matter not for liter- 
ary ‘ut for moral speculation. It is a reflection, 
perhaps, of a changed moral attitude brought 
about, paradoxically, by the reform wave which 
closed up the red light districts and sent their in- 
habitants abroad to live In the apartment next 
door. It indicates a changed era in which, with 
the old classification of women into two groups— 
“ good” and “bad "—abandoned, society is willing 
that all lines of demarcation should be allowed to: 
fade out. Strangely enough, the popularity of 
Mias Loos’ book is not all man-made. Women buy 
the volume eagerly. 

Were it not for the fact that “ Gentlemen Pre- 
fer Blondes” is strictly an attempt at entertain- 
‘ment and does not touch upon things political or 
religious, or questions of morals as such, it would

BREATHING DIRT. 
HEY say it is all right to eat dirt. 
A man éats his peck before he 
dies. Ol4 man, “they say” is 
wrong, but that is another mat- 
ter. This story has to do with breath- 
ing dirt. Nobody claims it is all right 
to breathe dirt. And yet I am sure we 
breathe more dirt than we eat. I am 
sure’ every man breathes a peck of dirt 
before he dies. There are sixteen 
breaths a minute for sixty minutes for 
24 hours every day. Now multiply this 


by the number of days im the year, the — 


number of years in a life and the num- 
ber of grains of dirt in each intake 
of air, and I fee} sure it will amount to 
much more than a peck. 

The air as it is breathed out is nearly 
clean: Most of the dirt that went in 
stayed in. Of all the tissues of the body 
of a:grown person the lungs and the 
nearby glands alone are dirty. If a 
man lives as dirty as a dog, a certain 
small amount of dirt can be found ig 
the deeper layers of the skin. But even 
that is trivial as compared with the 
dirtiness of the lungs and nearby glands.

always had—how @pes it happen that he 
lives to an average age that is beyond

Opera Singer 
Says Jazz Is 
Modern Life 


Mme. D’ Alvarez Wants It 
Played at Her Funeral. 


New York, May 6.—[Special.]— 
Sparks flew when the Rev. John Roach 
Straton, Baptist minister, debated 
with Mme. D’Alvarez, Metropolitan 
grand opera singer, today on “ What 
Shall We Do About Jazz?” 

Dr. Straton suggested consigning it 
to a hotter place than New York and 
referred to its adherents as “ bandits” 
and “ rattlesnakes.” 

“Let us curb it; let us put it down; 
let us outlaw this thing!’ Dr. Straton 
said. “It is the music of the savage, 
intellectual and spiritual flebauchery, 
utter degradation. The jazz hound is 
a musical bandit, running amuck. 


Jazz is bootleg music, and should be 
outlawed. Let us try not to reform 
jazz, but to stamp it out, to kill this 
vicious rattlesnake!” 


Music, he declared, is one of the 
few things the soul will enjoy in 
heaven at the feet of God; and the 
music of the church, he declared, was 
as beautiful in the sight of God“as 
Jazz is hideous. 

After this outburst Mme. D’Al- 
varez, who speaks English a bit halt- 


‘lingly, was so upset she couldn’t make 


the speech she had prepared. But 
she did manage to tell the Rey. Dr. 
Straton that; so far as she was con- 
cerned, she intended to have jazz, that 
it was the “musical cocktail,” and 
that when she died she intended to 
have George Gershwin’s jazz sym- 
phony played at her funeral. - ‘ 

In her prepared speech, handed to 
reporters, she described jazz as the 
music “ which best expresses us mod- 
erns.”
